New York system. Committeemen

Second try for 
affordable housing?

The three articles to encourage 
affordable housing in Wilmington 
may be brought up a second time 
with or without revisions, if mem: 
bers of the Affordable Housing 
Task Force have anything to say 
about it. 

At last Thursday's meeting, mem- 
bers reviewed why the articles 
were defeated and tossed around 
ways to assure a successful vote the 
Next time around. 

The board decided to do some 
"target marketing” to reach those 
who believe in their goal but who 
didn't come to the November 14 
special town meeting. They talked 
about involving local organizations 
and neighborhood groups, either 
by encouraging more private 
citizens to join the task force or by 
reaching out and explaining what 
they hope to accomplish. Though 
they felt their articles were 
Srcasonable,” they said they would 
cet in January to see how they 
could make revisions, especially to 
the accessory apartments article. 

Some members felt the board 
should meet objections that were 
raised in November. Those related 
to developers’ profits, density, wa- 
ter conservation, and taking the 
vote away from town meeting 

Donald Nadeau said he felt 
“people had a strong miscon- 
ception" about the articles. Chair- 
man Jim Stewart agreed. He said, 
for example, the new PRD bylaw 
proposed is actually more res 
trictive and less dense than the one 
currently on the books. 

James Russo, Wilmington’s 
Building Inspector, observed that 
many were against the inclusionary

housing article because they feared 
losing control over housing 
projects. Barbara Sullivan of the 
League of Women Voters ex- 
plained that though her organiza- 
tion believes in affordable housing 
“at all levels,” members didn't 
believe decisions should be taken 
out of town meeting hands. 

"If we're going to take the vote 
out of the hands of town meeting, 
what do you think (Chapter) 774 
docs?" asked Ray Forest, speaking 
of the state law that triggered the 
formation of the task force. 

Sullivan told members that the 
Icague really believes that "given 
the right combination, the article 
would pass.” 

Reverend Michael Stotts rep- 
resents the Wilmington Council of 
Churches on the board. He noted it 
was difficult to get the articles 
approved because they were up 
against two factions: those who 
wanted housing quickly and those 
who résist Change and don't want 
such projects in their backyard. 

“How do we convince those two 
different sides when they're com- 
ing from two different places and 
you're having to argue in two 
different directions at once?" he 
asked, 

"I think the vote was determined 


before we got there,” said Stewart, 
adding that it was “unfortunate, 
because there weren't alot of open 
minds there.” 

Appeals board Chairman Bruce 
MacDonald said the Not In My 
Backyard syndrome played a part 
in the article's defeat. He said by 
doing a better selling job they 
might combat the negative feelings. 

Russo seemed to say it best when 
he pointed out, "the community 
somehow has to come together and, 
until that happens, you're not going 
to get results.”

Water tank completion 
set for next November 


The new water tank, to be 
constructed in North Wilmington is 
expected to be completed by 
November 1, 1989, and to be in 
operation by Thanksgiving Day. So 
the Wilmington Water Com- 
missioners were told at last 
Thursday's meeting by engineers 
William Glover and Denis Boucher 
of Fay, Spofford and Thorndike 

To be erected southerly of Camp 
Forty Acres in what was the Town 
Forest, but is now Wilmington 
Conservation property, the tank is 
to be constructed of concrete slabs. 
A pipeline and gravel roadway will 
connect the tank to the town's water 
system, from the end of Research 
Drive. A water main has been laid 
along Research Drive to connect 
with the tank, The water main was

paid for by thé Water & Sewer 
Department, with Tambone doing 
the work without charge to the 
town. From the Tambone property 
to the tank is a distance of 1500 
fect, through which a water main is 
to be constructed, as a part of the 
contracted work for which bids 
will be called for. 

A water main is also to be 
constructed to connect the new tank 
to the Andover Street water main. 

The new waiter tank is part of the 
Water Department's project to 
improve water distribution in 
North Wilmington. The new 
Edmund G. Sargent water station, 
casterly of Hathaway Acres is a part 
of the project, now nearing 
completion, and expected to cost 
$2,806,319.

Chairman Carole Hamilton pre- 
dicted, however, that once the 
owner goes through all the 
necessary channels, he would get 
approval from her board. 4 

Proponent Gary Lucchesi, presi- 
dent of Eastern Billiards, paid a 
visit to the board to review his 
project's site plan. Planners said 
they had been concerned with the 
adequacy of the parking facilities. 
They were told there would be a 
total of 72 parking spaces available 
which would be for employees as 
well as for customers using both the 
pool tables and the video games 
inside, 

Lucchesi said the entire facility is 
handicapped accessible. Because of 
this, he added, he may even pro- 

mote a handicapped league once all 
the approvals arc in. 

Lucchesi’s plan will now go to the 
town engincer who, in turn, will 
make a final recommendation to the 
Building Inspector.

Sewer planning 
to be expedited 


Bernie Grodzinski of the 
Wilmington Car Wash, Attorney 
Dan Brown and Engineer George 
Carlson were told last Thursday 
that the Wilmington Water & 
Sewer Commissioners will do 
everything possible, to expedite the 
Proposed sewer mains, under the 
railroad tracks, in the area of the 
car wash, The statement was made 
by Chairman Arthur Smith at the 
commissioners’ meeting. 

Plans and applications for the 
proposed sewer will have to be 
filed with the MBTA and the 
MWRA by January first, the 
commissioners were told. It will be 


necessary to have a designated 
authority to represent the 
applicants and the Town of 
Wilmington. The sewer will have 
to be as deep in the ground as it 
possibly can be, and probably will 
be at a depth of 19 feet. 

There are two railroad tracks at 
the place where the crossing is 
proposed. The sewer is to connect 
with the main sewer, going south 
into Wobum. 

Smith told the three visitors that 
he will consult with the town 
manager and the town counsel, in 
order to have the business

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Wedgewood Avenue 
plans under review

A four-lot subdivision being 
developed by Jay Tighe was under 
review by the Wilmington Planning 
Board at a public hearing Tuesday 
night. 

Engincer Douglas Miller of the 
BFC Group in Bedford presented 
the definitive plan for the Wedge- 
wood Avenue Extension near the 
cranberry bog off Shawsheen 
Avenue. Miller explained that the 
proposed roadway doesn't "strict- 
ly" meet planners’ requirements 
and a new cul de sac at the end of 
Wedgewood Avenue would pro- 
vide frontage. The three hammer- 
head lots and one frontage 
reduction lot, added Miller, will be 
hooked up to town water and their 
own septic systems. The Con- 
servation Commission requested 
and received an casement to serve 
as a walkway to the back property 
as they proceed with plans to link 
passive recreation space under the 
town's Open Space Plan. 

Tighe had come before the board 


in May with his preliminary plan, 
which was approved with condi- 


tions. 

Miller said he was requesting 
waivers from such things as 
constructing sidewalks, road 
length, size of the cul de sac, and 
the construction of underground 
utilities. After the hearing, board 
members said they were still 
thinking of underground utilities as 
an option. 

‘Only one abuttor spoke out. Bob 
Evans raised several issues. He said 
he preferred underground utilities 
since a new pole is going in by his 
house. He objected to the proposed 
easement saying it would create 
more access for motorbikes and 
mopeds. He was referred to the 
conservation administrator. When 
he asked what kind of homes would 
be built, he was told homes that will 
probably sell for a minimum of 
$275,000 cach. 

It is expected that if Tighe gets all 
his approvals, construction could 
begin next year. 


Horse permit held up, 
second reinstated

Dennis and Christine Runco left 
empty handed Monday after trying 
to convince the Wilmington Board 
of Health to grant them a variance 
of 2,000 square feet in order to 
keep horses on their property near 
Aldrich Street. However, they may 
yet obtain the variance on a 
technicality. 

This was the second time the 
Runcos came before the board. In 
order to stable a horse, residents 
have to have a full acre of land. 
According to board members, the 
Runcos property is shy 2,000 
square feet. 

After asking the couple to obtain 
the okay of all their neighbors, the 
Runcos returned to the board with 
all but one signature. That neigh- 
bor, said Dennis Runco, refused to 
sign unless she was given a comer 
of their property she had been 
seeking for a while. Members said 
they couldn't be a party to 
“extortion.” 

Runco told the board his land was 
in a secluded area off a paper street. 
While Joe Paglia said he wouldn't 
vote to grant a variance unless there 
was a hardship, others felt there 
may be a slim possibility of

workshop 


Conservation commissioners 
from 15 Massachusetts cities and 
towns attended an all day DEQE 
workshop last Saturday at 
Wilmington Town Hall. 

The program, co-sponsored with 
the Massachusetts Association of 
Conservation Commissions and the 
Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission, consisted of a hands- on 
simulation of an inland wetland 
development project review. The 
Process was designed to train and 
educate conservation com- 
missioners: to facilitate effective 
administration of the Wetlands 
Protection Act. Instructors 
included representatives from 
DEQE, environmental consultants 
and experienced conservation 
commissioners. 

This workshop, funded by 
DEQE, was part of a continuing 
effort throughout the state to aid 
local regulators who volunteer 
their time and play a significant 
role in the land development/ 
Management process in 
Massachusetts.

utilizing the road as part of the 
couple's land. Runco said if and 
when the road is ever developed, he 
would be willing to remove the 
horses. i 

It was decided to look into the 
legal definition of the road. Dr. 
James Ficociello, chairman of the 
board, stated if there was any 
ambiguity, they would have to deny 
the request for the variance. 

In related action, the board voted 
reluctantly to grant a permit to 
Connie Rider of Clinton Street to 
stable a horse on his property. The 
permit was revoked earlier by the 
board when it was brought to 
members’ attention that facilities 
were not kept clean, the horse was 
not fed and cared for properly, and 
occasionally the horse was loose in 
the neighborhood. 

A report from Animal Control 
Officer Ellen Davis said that the 
facilities had been cleaned up. The 
board agreed with her advice to 
make a permit conditional upon the 
care and feeding of the horse. 

“There's been a_ consistent 
problem here,” noted Ficociello, 
adding this may be a situation 
where the horse is "not going to 
prosper at all.”

Write a check to your favorite 
charity, and you'll have a cancelled 
check to prove it. But what happens 
if you give a gift of property? Be 
sure you have papers to back up 
your claim. 

You'll want a signed receipt with 
the charity's name and yours, 
including the date and place of your 
donation, and a description of it. The 
receipt need not list the value, but 
it's helpful if it does. 

If the property is worth more than 
$500, you should have a written 
record of where and when you got it, 
and its original cost or tax basis, if 
you owned it less than a year before 
giving it away. If the property is 
worth more than $5,000 (other than 
publicly traded securities, which 
have valued regularly), you'll need a 
qualified appraisal made during a 
specified period. Note: the IRS does 
not accept an appraisal by someone 
whose fees are based on the amount 
of valuation. Include Form 8283, 
which includes receipt and/or 
appraisal with your return

One man’s problems with cats in 
the Beeching Avenue area has led to 
a situation where some of his neigh- 
bors are now missing their pets. 

Joe Erwin of Beeching Avenue 
last month approached Selectman 
Bob Doucette, and asked if he could 
get an animal trap. Erwin com- 
plained of several stray’ cats in the 
neighborhood, otherwise known as 
feral cats, living wild. 

Doucette described Erwin's 
problems with the strays including 
cat fights in the yard, odors so bad 
that in summer, windows couldn't 
be opened, and damage to the paint 
on Erwin's new car. Doucette said 
that earlicr in the year, Erwin had 
started his car when there was a cat 
lying on one of the tires. The cat 
was killed. 

A neighbor said that there had 
been several feral cats living in his 
tool shed. He believed that the stray 
cats in the neighborhood had been 
decended from ones left behind by 
a woman who once lived in a trailer 
on Cunningham Street. 

Doucette approached Animal 
Control Officer Ellen Davis and 
asked for a trap.

In the 1989 local election the issue that may be first 
and foremost on voters’ minds is affordable housing. 
The issue won't affect candidates for school committee 
and some other town boards. 

But it will be an issue for.the selectmen. 

A lady at Wilmington Plaza comes to mind, who had 
to be a typical voter searching for a change. While 
passing by Anton's Cleaners on a bright, Saturday 
moming, her question was a simple one. "When are we 
finally going to start building affordable housing for my 
kids?" 

The kids this fine lady spoke of left town a while back 
in search of the rarist commodity of the 1980's; a roof 
over head at a realistic price. 

To date, zero such roofs have come to town, 
apparently despite any efforts made by the affordable 
housing task force. 

The time has come for a reorganization. 

The greatest obstacle to local efforts to provide for 
affordable housing, before the state ties our hands 
completely, is that politicians have been placed in charge 
of the task, which wouffd be better managed by others. 

‘The chairman of the affordable housing task force is 
also the chairman of the board of selectmen, and a 
member of "god knows how many" other committees. 
Along with being spread too thin, his motives are too apt 
to be called to question because of his other activities. 

Last week in a glowing interview, the charges were 
thrown that his proposals don't make it because other 
people always want the credit, and won't work with him. 

As Scrooge would say, "Bah, HumBug!" 

How naive are we all expected to be? 

While the chairman cries foul, everyone else who has 
proposed affordable housing solutions says he has been 
the obstacle, 

"I've been in town government for over 30 years", 
said former selectman and housing authority member 
Dan Gillis, "and I know that you get things done by 
working with people, not trying to run the show yourself 
without taking input.” 

Gillis said the key to solving the affordable housing 
problem was “a partnership, where everyone works 
together." 

“But we don't have that in Wilmington", he said. 

The housing authority member went on to say that 
input from his board had been continually "rejected 
without discussion" by the task force chairman, and that 
People in town are becoming "fed up" with too much 
politics and not enough cooperation. 

Some members of the task force have drifted away in 
frustration. One such member is Vaughn Surprenant. He 
said "I believe that some of the members of the task force 
are in collusion with developers", adding that he doesn't 
like "the direction" of the group. 

The letters to the editor that someone (I wonder who?) 
will assault this paper with next week will probably say 
"shame on this bid) goat the affordable housing task 
force has worked "so hard" and our "wonderful" 
selectrnan is on the "right track". 

Wrong. 

The same problem has been addressed by the same 
people for years, and still we have nothing to show. The 
time has come for change. 

Ironically, only days after the task force chairman 
says his solutions to affordable housing are worthy, but 
don't succeed at town meeting because of the political 
ambitions of a certain group in town, those people 
counter with the identical charge against him. 

So who do you think is right? 

It doesn't really matter; because the bottom line is that 
the problem remains political instead of solved. 

And if the task force leadership promotes itself 
because of that great "link" with the board of selectmen, 
it will be hard to explain how they have failed to use the 
town's resources wisely in search of affordable housing. 

$500,000 has been paid to date in consultant fees on 
the Reading Light issue. The folks at state Department of 
Public Utilities continue to laugh at this flawed policy. 
Reading Light is foul in its stubbornness, but everyone 
knows the law is on their side. It's one of the many 
ironies in this crazy state, and a good public official 
should come to grip with the facts, and use the thousands 
we have spent making consultants wealthy, on our own 
needs in the community instead. 

$500,000 would build some nice, affordable duplexes. 

The time has come for new leadership, which could 
hardly do worse on the issue of affordable housing for 
Wilmington. 

A task force chairman who is free from politics would 
be the ideal conciliator, to bring people together, instead 
of leveling charges and counter-charges. Someone 
mature enough to work with everyone in Wilmington. 

With an active council of churches in the community, 
a member of the clergy (which has become increasingly 
outspoken on the need for affordable housing nation- 
wide) would be the perfect candidate.

Received your note on why you 
did not print my rebuttal of your 
comment that you made toward 
Mr. Capuano's efforts. As you are a 
student of journalism you know 
timing is of the essence, so the need 
now to have it retyped to fit your 
needs no longer exists. If it would 
of been printed back when you 
received it, it would of connected 
with your readers. Now as you did 
say you would print it later, what I 
have now written I believe meets 
your criterion. It's not on the same 
issue, but concerns the similar 
actions causing people to do what 
they have to do, as these same 
people involved drag their feet the 
same way. Those your paper so 
solidly support. As you read what I 
wrote, I hope you put your 
comments where they belong. 

Your large headlincs "What's 
Next for Affordable Housing Task 
Force?" should rather of read 
“What's Next for the Residents of 
Wilmington?” Taking Mr. 
Stewart's own words "We didn't 
feel as though we lost, we felt the 
people we are trying to help lost?", 
The only people who lost by what 
his Task Force tried to ramrod 
through, as one who was on his 
Affordable Housing Task Force 
and made meetings, was the 
developers, not residents of 
Wilmington. Nor those who might 
of got one of the so- called 
affordables be winners. 

Their Accessory Apartment 
article, if it had included in the 
calculation of gross floor area, an 
attached garage, breezeway, and 
allowed for an addition within 
reason it would have had my 
‘support and the support of others I 
know. In the past it was ok for a 
selectman on this, then a former 
member of the school committee, 
but the article’s wording keeps it 
out of neighborhoods like 
Stewart's, plus keeps it from those 
who need it the most, the elderly 
and retired who live alone in the 
smaller homes of the 50s, 60s and 
early 70s. I'm for accessory 
apartments as I'm one of those 
about to be retired who wanted one. 
I should vote for the article and 
close the door on myself? It was 
what Mr. B. McDonald, board of 
appeals said at an Affordable Task 
Force meeting, the only way I 


could get an accessory apartment 
with passage of the article would 
now be illegal. You think Stewart 
listens? It was a planning board 
article to shut the board of appeals 
door. One has to wonder how 
clearly your paper listens at 
meetings or did you get Stewart's 
version to print? The planning 
board's view, it allows for these 
later built, newer, larger homes to 
be used for accessory apartments, 
How many of these have been 


purchased by the elderly retired 
People? 


Article as worded would open the 
door for developers to plan to 
build more of their homes this way. 

In an earlier issue of your Town 
Crier, written under the cover of a 
"Point of View,” ‘personality 
showed through. For information 
to your readers, you can by using 
proper design and development 
with zero lot line make it work and 
make for attractive areas to the 
betterment of the community. This 
is in reference to the type of area 
proposed by Mr. Dan Gillis. His 
proposal as you seem to want to 
make it appear does not make for 
ghettos as you seemed to have 
wanted to leave this impression 
with your readers. One does have 
to wonder what the country's 
founding fathers like William Penn 
would think about people of today, 
like your paper, and on what 
Stewart proposed in only the upper - 
class developments with single 
homes being the norm. Yes, 
especially as Mr. Stewart who is not 
only chairman of the board of 
selectmen - Affordable Housing 
Task Force, but also our chairman 
of Aquifer Protection, This 
continuation of allowing 
developers the loophole of no 
aquifer protection or wetland 
protection to protect "Ground 
Water" in my mind is not in the 
residents’ best interests. Proper 
aquifer protection is required first. 
If this had been in, again they 
would of had my support. But as 
the Task Force preferred to 
support the Planning Board who 
had done nothing with this issue 
since 1970. Consider all the 
Wilmington “Ground Water" 
aquifer feed areas that the Planning 
Board has let go into the developers 
pockets for lots to build on. Then 
with water and sewer working to 
dry more of Wilmington by 
underground means, maybe your 
paper has the answer for residents’ 
water requirements in the 90s, the 
year 2000s. Many questions have 
been asked and no answers given. 
Can it be present town officials do 
not know the answers?

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Telling stories was 
the lesson to be learned

For the past 40 days, students at 
Wilmington's Wildwood school 
learned something about com- 
munication skills and developed 
confidence in their ability to speak 
and perform in front of their peers, 
thanks to the visit of a very talented 
lady. 

Storytelling artist Betty Lehrman 
has just completed an extended stay 
at the school. During her residency, 
Betty taught one to four classes a 
day, five days a week. She not only 
told stories with her own dramatic 
flair, but created games with the 
younger students and enabled three 
core classes to write and record 
original stories. 

All classes developed special 
‘or instance, Jeanne Fico- 
fifth grade class made up 
storics about natural objects. 
Jeanne’s story "Rocks" told how 
meatballs thrown to carth by a giant 
became known as rocks. After 
creating the story, Jeanne told it to 
other classes, utilizing facial ex- 
pressions and various tones of voice 
learned from Betty. The whole 


experience,she said, "gave me more 
confidence." 

Fellow student Nancy Seloitto 
told of a field trip to Cambridge to 
tape her original story for Betty's 
WMBR radio show “Rainbow 
Tales.” Nancy's story centered on 
friends who slept over her house 
and how they all "made a big mess.” 
According to Nancy, Betty helped 
her leam to speak clearly and put 
expression into her reading. 

The storytelling artist also held 
three teacher workshops to give an 
overview of her program and make 
available resources such as catalogs 
and tapes for future use. One 
workshop gave staff a chance to do 
a memorable storytelling exercise 
of their own, 

Teachers praised Betty's skill and 
offered their own views on her visit 
in an informal interview last week. 

Fifth grade teacher Brian Smith 
coordinated the extensive project. 
He told the Town Crier there was 
“no question” that his students now 
speak with a new found confidence 
and that communication skills have 
increased. Those skills will be

reinforced all year long, he said, 
especially at the Christmas and 
Spring Concerts. 

“I think we're going to really feel 
the difference as the year pro- 
gresses and we get more into 
writing,” Brian said. He added that, 
in the future, the youngsters will be 
acting out Aesops Fables using hand 
puppets and writing and taping 
origianal commercials, all of which 
will employ techniques learned 
through Betty's residency. 

Mary Lou Souza teaches fourth 
graders who, she said, are "more 
conscious now of how to tell a 
story” and how to speak in front of 
an audience. 

"For some of these students to be 
able to stand up in front of their 
peers, it was a true accomp- 
lishment,” she explained. Initially, 


Mary Lou added,the youngsters 
were nervous and had to struggle 
until the rest of the class offered 
encouragement and even applause. 
Her own reward came in reading 
some of the thoughtful stories her 
students were able to write. 

Third grade teacher Maureen 
O'Hara spoke of newly acquired 
writing skills. 

"Through Betty, we leamed the 
sequence of a story. I don't think 
they (the students) had a sense there 
has to be a beginning and an 
ending,” Maureen observed. Her 
classes original stories are expected 
to be "published" in the spring. 

Along with the stories, there were 
also drama activities, explained 
Maureen, which gave the young- 
sters the freedom to express 
themselves and interact with others. 

"Kids who needed a push really 
got turned on to storytelling,” said 
fellow third grade instructor 
Harriet Jennings. 

"It was really enlightening to see 
the kids blossom into oral 
storytellers. The program really 
built their confidence to speak in 
front of their classmates. And now, 
“she added,” no one makes fun of 
anyone.” 

Betty used a different approach 
with Peggy Morano’s kindergarten 
class. The youngsters participated 
primarily in easy leaming games. 
One such game, said Peggy, 
involved sitting in a circle and 
making up a story on the spur of the 
moment with each child adding a 
word,

‘The statue in its present form is a 
direct plaster model, with a shellac 
finish. Eventually it will be cast in 
bronze. The surface has/a rough 
“hatchet mark” texture, intended to 
break up the glare that would 
reflect from a smooth surface. He 
will resume work on the statue by 
the end of the month, and expects it 
to be ready for installation in 16 to 
18 weeks. 

The Wamesit statue will be his 
third public work placed in 
Tewksbury. Adjacent to the 
Tewksbury Town Hall are a 
memorial to Anne Sullivan, teacher 
of Helen Keller, entitled "Water," 
and a veterans’ monument. 

The Wamesit Indian statue is 
being funded through a group 
called the Committee of Interested 
Citizens, Inc., which organized a 
community fund-raising effort to 
cover the costs of design, con- 
struction and dedication.

This is an extremely likable 
story about a drug dealer who 
wants out of the business, but 
can’t convince his racketeering 
buddies or the cops that he’s 
learned to just say no. It’s also 
an intense love story involving 
two buddies and an icy blonde. 
Add to that a buddy story. 
There’s Kurt Russell, a 
detective who's buddies with a 
big-time cocaine dealer, Mel 
Gibson. And then there’s Raul 
Julia, a bigger drug dealer who

With all these facets to the 
same story, the edges blur, and 
there are a few gaps in the plot 
you'll just have to steel yourself 
against.

Chinatown won him an 
Academy Award, the film in- 
terweaves the sexual tension of 
a love triangle with the hard 
core drama of drug smuggling 
and racketeering. What's 
especially interesting here is 
that the cop is much slicker and 
appears less sincere than the 
cocaine dealer, who is a polite, 
conservative guy who takes 
excellent care of his 10-year-old 
son.

Be careful of a

Babies under one year of age 
can’t talk, so they can't tell their 
parents what hurts. Most often, 
when they cry they are assumed 
to have indigestion, a gastro- 
intestinal problem or some 
ailment related to food or 
respiration.
